While at the beginning of negotia- 
tions, he was found ready to accept 
Gen. Diaz as’ President, he has been 
persuaded since then that only through 
an announcement of the intended resig- 
nation of Diuz can peace be restored. 


CHANGE DUE TO GOMEZ. 


The change in his views Is sald to 
have been due to the persuasion of 
Dr, Vazquez Gomez, head of the rebei 
peace commission. Dr. Gomez, before 
coming here, was one of those who 
thought peace could be affected with 
President Diaz in power and that in- 
formal assurances of President Diaz's 
intention to resign would suffice. When 
he arrived here, however, and learned 
the determined position of revolution- 
ary leaders from various parts of Mex. 
ico, he its said to have devoted him-

ment envoys. 

The peace commissioners remained 
in their hotels today. Dr. Vazquez 
Gomez said, at 10 o'clock tonight, thar

Southern States: Plan Conference to 

Send Exposition. Visitors to San 

Diego Their Way.

NEW ORLEANS (La.) May 56.—~

The case, although unimportant in 
iteeif, when finally decided by the 
court, will go far toward officially es- 
tablishing the relations that exist be- 
tween the government and a_ dis- 
charged employee. It will determine 
whether an employee, when he quits 
the service, has a right to retain re- 
ceipls given him by other employees 
through which government property

Walking Delegate James A. Gray of 
the Building Trades Council, who is 
irreverently referred to by lessér lights 
among the labor bosses as ‘“Ten-Dol- 
lars-a-Day Jim,” was instrumental in 
having a report circulated yesterday 
morning to the effect that Carl Leon- 
ardt, one of the leading contractors, 
had signed the demands of the Car- 
penters’ Union for a $4 a day wage 
scale. 

Leonardt branded the report as a 
| falsehood, which, he said, could have 
been circulated only for the purpose 
of whipping other. contractors into 
line and encouraging the union car- 
penters.

select the Governors of Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois, that 
all Confederate soldiers should be pen- 
sioned out of the Federal treasury, and all 
Confederate bonds and scrip be paid by the 
United States? 


For President Diaz to abdicate and sur- 
render his unhappy country, not merely to 


the rule of Madero, but to a reign of terror, | 
and anarchy which Madero would be pow- 
erless to suppress, would be an act totally 
at variance with his character and career. 
Better far for his country, as well as for his 
own fame, that he should die fighting, with 
the ruins of the City of Mexico for a crema- 
tion furnace. 


Unless peace can be obtained on terms 


that will permanently secure order, protec- 
tion and obedience to law throughout Mex- 
ico, it-is better for that unhappy country 
that there shall be no peace until the last 
insurrectionist has died in the last ditch.

Such a result would be deplorable from 


any point of view. We do not want the 
cost of such a calamity loaded upon our 
Federal treasury, as it would be, for Mex- 
ico has neither money, nor eredit with 
which to obtain money, to pay the enor- 
mous bill that would be piled up against 
her. We do not want to acquire any more 
Mexican territory. But the United States 
would be the scoff of Europe if she re- 
mained inactive and suffered her citizens 
to be murdered and their yew to be 
confiscated. 


Above and beyond all jihad reasons for 


wishing success to the cause of Diaz— 
which is the cause of order and peace—we 
have a moral obligation to consider. We 
are the leading power in the western hem- 
isphere.

“On the first day of October, 1910, at 
and in the County of Los Angeles, and 
State of California, and before the 
finding of this indictment, the said M. 
A. Schmidt, J. B. MeNamara, J. J. 
McNamara, William Caplan, John 
Doe, Richard Roe, John Stiles and 
Jane Doe, whose true names are to 
the grand jurors aforesaid unknown, 
did then and there wilfully, unlaw- 
fully, feloniously and with ‘malice 
aforethought, kill and murder one A. 
Churchhill Harvey-Elder, a human 
being.”’ 

Ford then read the names of 183. 
witnesses whose testimony before tne 
grand jury had resulted in the indict- 
ment. The last name on the list was 
that of Ortie BE. McManigal, now in 
jail charged with complicity with John 
J. McNamara in dynamiting the Llew- 
eliyn Iron Works. 

“I give to each of you a copy of the 
testimony on which the grand jury 
acted,” said Ford placing on a table 
in front of the men a great bundle 
of typewritten volumes, having in all 
over 3000 pages, which is a transcript 
of the proceedings of the. last six 
months, / 
Turning suddenly to the 
Ford said: “Are you guilty or not 
guilty?” Neither answered. 

“No, no, no,” said Dist.-Atty. Fred- 
ericks, rising. 

At the same time Rappaport, coun- 
sel for the McNamaras, arose and 
quietly asked that time be granted. 
Because of ‘the distance from the 
homes of the accused, the difficulty by 
which counsel for their defense must 
hold consultations, ne said he hoped 
the court would give as much time as 
possible before pleas were demanded.

NDIA paper is the name given to a very thin and light but tough and opaque kind of paper used for 
making books of which it is desirable to reduce the bulk and weight to a minimum without impair- 
ing durability or affecting the legibility of the type. The name was originally given in England,’ 

about the middle of the 18th century, to a soft absorbent paper imported from China, where it was made 
by hand.

Oxford University Press, which, in 1842, used it for 24 copies of the smallest Bible then in existence— 


diamond 24mo. These books were scarcely a third of the usual thickness and were regarded with great’ 
interest ; one was presented to Queen Victoria and the rest to other eminent persons.

In 1874a cone of the India paper Bible fell into the hands-of Henry Frowde, and Sapeiidiain 4 were 
instituted at the Oxford University paper-mills at Wolvercote with the object of producing similar paper. 
In 1875 an impression of the Bible, similar in all. respects to that of 1842, was placed on sale by the Ox-| 


ford University Press.

The marvels of compression achieved by the use of India paper created great interest at the Paris

There is no India paper produced in the United States. 


In the whole world there are only nine 


mills that manufacture it—two in England, two in Germany, two in Italy, one in France, one in Hol- 


land and one in Belgium.
